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Numerals 

Zhang-zhung employs a decimal system identical in principle with the Tibetan. 
There are two series of numbers, one of cardinal numbers, another of ordinals 
and conjunctive numerals. Thus sum means three, but sum-ni the third or the 
three, that of three, triple. In the following are listed the numerals found in the 
Dictionary.
